CARROLL'S CRIME. 


Nat Kelly Fatally Shot in a Sa- 
loon. 


Billy Carroll in the Calaboose---A 
Sunday Tragedy. 


What Kelly’s Friends Say of the 
Shooting—Contradic- 
tory Stories. 


The Dying Man’s Heroic Wife—A Very 
Mach Mixed-up Affair, 


About 4:30 yesterday afternoon three men, 
employed at Crawford’s dry goods store 
went into the saloon known as “Carroll’s 
Shnades,’’ at 812 Pine street, 
and ordered a drink of ~- beer. 
The men were Nat F. Kelly, a floor-walker 
at Crawford’s, and James O’Neil and Wm. 


McCutcheon, clerksat the same store. The 
three men who were waited upon by 
Billy Carroll himself had been 


drinking just enough to make them feel good, 
and they bantered Carroll, and according to 
his statement, insulted himself and wife, who 
happened to come into the saloon. Carroll is 
one of the best known men about town, having 
been proprietor of several low variety shows 
and dance. halilsin the city. About six 


months ago, he bought out Solari, who had 
been carrying on arather questionable saloon 
at 812 Pine street, and has been running the 
‘Shades’? ever since. 

Just how me nye came about, yester- 
ay afternoonali the statements made con- 
ict, but the result was that some one 
of the three drv goods clerks 
struck Billy Carroll in the face; that some- 
body, possibly the same man, threw a beer 
glass at him, narrowly missing his head, and 
that he, in turn, 

SHOT KELLY 

clear through both lungs,  inflictin 
a wound which will certainly prove fatal 
Kelly and his friends rushed out into the 
street, afierthe shot was fired, when the 
former discovered that he was 
wounded. They attempted to find 
a doctor inthe neighborhood, but whether 
failed or not cannot be ascertainéd, 
Anyhow the young floor-walker was rapidly 
sinking, and was laid down on the porcn 
of a house adjoining Carroll’s “‘Shades,’” 
where he remained untilan ambulance was 
brought and he was taken to the city hospital. 
His two friends disappeared, and the police 
and reporters hunted them all night without 
avail. Kelly, when he arrived at the hospi- 
tal, was 

IN A VERY LOW CONDITION, 

and Dr. Dean expected him to die at any 
time. He is a very smooth-faced man, possi- 
bly not more than 26 years of age. 
He has been married a 
less than one year and 
young wife, a very handsome girl,is at pres- 
entin a delicate condition. At the time of 
the shooting she was visiting a friend’s 
house at 2356 Chestnut street, where she was 
awaiting her husband to join her at dinner. 
Soon after the shooting she ar- 
rived at the hospital, where 
she was met by Dr. Dean, who urged her to 
calm berself, before allowing her to see the 
wounded man. She said she would, and Dr. 
Dean told: a reporter this morning 
that she acted heroically. Before 
seeing her husband she said to Dr. Dean, 
while her eyes suffused with tears: “I was 
afraid it could not last. We were too happy. 
He was 80 Very, very good to me.’’ When 
broughtinto the room where her husband 
lay dying, she showed no signs of the great 
grief that was devouring her, but attended 
to his wants and listened to his few whispered 
words as if nothing were the matter. 
Mr. Kelly lived at 818 N. Thirteenth street, 
and ali who know him speak of him asa 
quiet, gentiemanly fellow who never had 
trouble with anybody. . 
CARROLL 

was immediately arrested and taken to the 
Four Courts, where he still remains in the 
calaboose. Dr. Dean expected Kelly to die 
last night, but at noon to-day he still lived, 
but with no hope of recovery. 
His wife has been with him since last night. 
He was shot in the left side, the bullet pass- 
ing entirely through the body and being taken 
out from under the skin on the right side. 
Dr. Dean says that he can hold out no hopes 
of recovery, and thatthe only ground he 
has for being hopeful at all is that sometimes 
wonderful recoveries from wounds inthe 
lungs occur. 

The following statements of the parties in- 
terested, will show just how difficultit is to 
get at the facts in the case. 

NAT. F. KELLY, 

the man who was shot, made his only state- 
ment toDr. Dean soon after be arrived at 
the hospital. Since last night he 
has not been able to speak. 
After giving his pame and address, he told 
the doctor that his wife was visiting yester- 
day afternoon at 2356 Chestnut street, and 
that be was on his way tothe same place to 
take dinner. when he met O'Neill 
and McCutcheon, The three went into Car- 
roll’s saloon to getadrink. He said that he 
saw no fuss and gave no cause for the shoot- 
ing. After the ball. had hit him 
he saw the pistol in Carroll’s hands; not be- 
fore. He thought that Carroll in- 
tended to shoot O’Nell. He further 
uveclared that he was shot while 
quietly drinking his beer, and that he did not 


know for what reason. Wm. McCutcheon 
and dames O'Neill, the twe men who 
were were found = this 


with Kelly 
morning at Orawford’s. O’ Neil is a clerk at 
the linen counter, and is a heavy set man, 
about 35 years, With a thick, black beard and 
moustuche. He was gqnietly attending. to 
his duties when the reporter called 
on him, and he toid the following story of 
the shooting, which 1s very different from 
any yet given. 

O’NELL’S REMARKABLE STORY. 
‘“] was around for two or three hours 
yesterday with Kelly and McCutcheon,’’ 
said O'Neill, ‘“‘during which time we took a 
ride on the street cars.

It was not a very hard blow. Just as he did, 
Billy Carroll reached to his drawer 
for something. I knew he was 
— to pull a pistol, and to prevent him 
threw my beer glass at his head. 


‘* But Carroll says Kelly threw the 
glass.”? 

‘No, sir, I threw it,’’ said O’Neill, 
positively. Stak threw it when 


I saw that Carroll was going to draw a pistol, 


inthe hope of preventing him. The other 
men also noticed his movement, 
and they began to move towards 
the door. Just as the beer mug 


missed his head and crushed into the giass- 
ware back of the bar, he pulled the pistol and 
fired. McCutcheon was just rushing out of 
the door and Kelly was walking backwards 
in the same direction, both having seen his 
motion to draw the weapon,”’ 

“They were not advancing on him?” 

“No, indeed. They were getting away 


| from him. Kelly bad almost reached the 
door walking backwards. After the 
shot was tired § I still remained 


in the saloon. Afterthe other two got out, 
Carroll cocked the pistol, and at first I 
thought he intended to shoot me. Remember 
at this time nobody knew that Kelly 
was shot, not even himself. As 
we were standing outon the pavement in 
front of the saloon, Carroll came again to the 


door with a cocked pistol in 
his . hand and pointed it at 
us. He was ust about to 


shoot again, but somebody standing near 
him stopped him. Then Kelly said, ‘lam 
shot. We iaughed at first, but next we no- 
ticed that his coat was torn on the 
left breast. He began to get weaker and we 
took him up stairs on the stoop of a doctor’s 
office west of the saloon. Ths 
doctor was not in and we laid him down 
on the porch, as he had grown too weak to 


stand, until the ambulance came. I rode on 
the wagon to the Dispensary. 
When the wagon started for the 
City Hospital, 1 walked down 


there, carrying Kelly’s hat all the time. 
They would not let me in at the hospital and 
Il went away.” 

‘*‘Which of the party made the insulting 
remarks to Carrol}l’s wife?” 

‘‘None of us. Nothing of that kind hap- 
pened.’’ | 
‘*He says it did.” 

“IT know; but I dia not see any woman in 
there at ail. 1 never heard a word said 
about a woman or to a woman. 
All that was spoken was about Carroll’s face 


and Kellv’s remarks about Sullivan. All the 
reat did not happen at all. 
Kelly slapped Carroll in the 


face first, and then Carroll got ready to fire 
and did so as quickly as he could.” 

‘*Were any of you drunk at the time.” 
“No. We had been drinking some beer, but 
were not drunk.?’’ 


WM. M’CUTCHEON, 

a stout man, with a large moustache and red 
beard,and possibly 36 vears of age,was found 
at another counter at Crawford’s store. 
He said that he knew little about 
the shooting at all. He was in the saloon, 
drinking with Kellv and O’Neill. He heard 
no talk at all. At the same moment he 


heard the crash of the -—_— giass 
and .the report of the pistol. He 
dia not know what .caused-- he 


rushed into the street. Soon afterwards 
Kelly and O’Neill came out, and it was then 
that he ascertained that Kelly was shot. 
McCutcheon says that he had no fight aor 
words at all in the saioon and did not know 
of any difficulty. All he heard 
was the crash and_= shot. Afterwards 
Kelly was taken up on the porch of the Doc- 
tor’s office next door. The doctor, Me- 
Cutcheon says,then examined the wound and 
said it was on'y a flesh wound. 
He went over to a drug store and got a pre- 
scription filled, which this doctor gave avd 
then went home. He did not think that any- 
thing serious had happened. He did not 
know who the doctor wax. 

BILLY CARROLL 

was seen this morning inthe lock-up at the 
Four Courts. Asthe reporter approached 
the door of the calaboose, his wife had 
brought him his breakfast. He 
delayed the ta-k of eating, however, to make 
a statement of the shooting. 

‘“‘T was tending bar,” he said, ‘when three 
well dressed men entered the saloon and 
called for beer. The man I _ shot stood 
at the end of the counter near the door. The 
man with the black head andthe man with 
the big moustache (O’Neill and McCutcheon) 
stood together fur:her down the counter. 
The man with the black head, 
began to talk right freely. He said, ‘Do you 
know who i am?’ ‘No,’ said I. ‘Well, I

A CREVE CEUR MURDER. 


The Postmaster at Fern Ridge Shoots 
| Robert H. Hunter. 


_—_—————- oS .-~—S-—-—- 


A Bloody Ending to a Saturday and Sun- 
day Spree. 


That very troublesome and mischievous 
individual, John Barleycorn, has numbered 
another victim in this vicinity, and the case 
is a peculiarly sad one, asthe victim is, under 
ordinary circumstanccs, a well-behaved and 
hard-workimg man, and the circumstances 
of his death were attributa>le to the imflam- 
matory effects of a very bad phase of 
whisky, undér whose influence the most 
eyen-tempered men frenzied at a word. 


Robt. H. Hunter, a colored worker in Hamp- 
ton Ellis’ saw mill, got on a teriffic spree eon 
Saturday night, keptit up on Sunday, and 
after flourishing a revolver and terrorizing 
the locality went to the store of Fred Wright, 
the post-master at Farm Ridge, and after 
making several demonstrations with his 
weapon was 
SHOT THROUGH THE BREAST 
by Wright. Hunter walked down the Olive 
ere road fora mile or so and then fell 
ead. 

A reporter of the Post-DISPATCH sought 
out Col, Colman, who owns targeé tracts of 
land in that vicinity, and he repifed: 

“Yes, | know something of the particulars 
of the killing. In fact, I was riding by there 
on my Wuy to the lake when I éame across a 
large crowd of people, mostly negroes, who 
are farmers and workers in the vicinity. In 
the road lav the body of ala ge and athletic 

who had been shot through 
breast and laid just as 
he had fallen, with the front of his 
clothing saturated with his life blood. He 
was one of the finest men physically that 1 
ever saw and was well dressed: he wasofa 
yellow shade—about two-thirds negro, I 
‘ should say, and appareutly a man of ¢on- 
sideranle intelligence from what I could 
judge of his general appearance. The body 
aid in the road near Schraeder’s blacksmith 
shop and was awaiting the arrival of the 
coroner.” 
FURTHER PARTICULARS 
were forthcoming, and the following is the 
story of the trayefly, as could be gathered 
from several of the witnesses: Hunter had 
_been on a very bad drunk,and at several 
places had flourished his revolver and had 
used most abusive and threatening language 
towards several acquaintances. He had 
drawn it upon another colored mah 
named Charlies Wells and had threat. 
ened to kill him. The trouble was 
settled, however, and after a great deal 
of coaxing ana talk Hunter had eonsented to 
vive the weapon uptoa friend named Wm. 
Thomas, aiso a colored workman in the 
vicinity. After Thomas had had vossession 
of the revolverfor some time Hunter re- 
turned to him and after some parlance suc- 
ceeded in getting possession of the ‘‘gun’’ 


* once more. This was about iil 
o’rlock vesterday morning and Hunter 
ret eff in the direction of 


Fern Ridge, a post station about a mile and a 
half from Oreve Cour Lake Gn thé line of the 
Laclede and Creve Coeur Raflroad. 
FRED WRIGHT, 

ihe postmaster there, is well-known as a 
very determined man, and he keeps a com- 
bination general storé and saloon, which are 
patronized by the farmers, mili hands and 


others in the vicinity. He is a well- 
known political worker, a Republican 
and a marshal for the Eastern 


latrict of Missouri. Hunter entered the store 
and began to demonstrate himself noisily at 
ones. He detianded goods on credit, which 
were refused him. He then becamé more 
ugly and abusive, and showed his revolver 
several times. Hewas quite drunk, and dur- 
ing his movements about the store, either by 
uecident or on purpose, fell upon one of the 
bhow-cases and s«maslied it to pieces, 
seattering the fragments of giass amongst 
the smali articles beneath. Hunter then 
made more noise, and finally started for the 
gdoor. Upon reaching it he once more drew 
his revolver. Formerly he had merely flour- 
ished it in a bragegaducio way, and it was not 
thought that he meanttrouvle. This time be 
aimed it deliberately at Wright, and evidently 
meant murder. Atthe same time he gave 
expression to a most abusive epithet. 
“THAT 18 YOUR GAME, IS IT?” 

was the inquiry made by the postmoster,who 
had qeen quietly preparing for emergencies, 
and when Hunter made this movement he 
drew.his own revolver ahd fired. The shot 
hit Hunter fairly inthe breast. He realized 
the fact and turned and walked rapidly away 
as though to seek assistance. He went west- 
ward towards the lake, and had walked about 
a half mile, when he staggered and fell. Some 
of the loungers around Wright’s place had 
followed him,and when they came up to 
where Hunter was lying and examined his 
body, they found that life was extinct. Upon 
Wricht’s learning of the result of his shoot- 
ing he harnessed up his horse and buggy and 
went to Clayton to notify the Coroner and to 
surrender himself tothe officials. He was heid | 
to await the resultiof the inquest.

The 
prospects are now s0- excellent for 
one of the heaviest and earli- 
est crops of wheat this country has 


ever seen, thatthe buils have not even the 
chance to raise their war cry of ‘“‘short 
crop,” but are forced to allow the bears to 
use crop reports to their own advantage. It 
will be strange, however, if the country, 
notoriously bullish as it always is, doesn’t get 
in some Work befote long on reported dam- 
age to the growihg crop.

in St. Louis companies. Dr. Fitch, of Chicago, 
a brother-in-law ef Ransom, is very bitter in 
his denunciation of the newspapers for the 
suicide theory so generally advanced. He 
says that toe insurance companies holding 
policies on Mr. Ransom’s life are trying 
everything possible to prove a suicide, and 
that the detectives emploved in the case are 
all working in that one direction.

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BULLS AND BEARS. 


An Advance in the Stock Market Ex- 
pected This Week. 

NEW YORK, February 13.—The bull leaders 
promise an advancing market this week. 
They do not look for a rapid rise, but antici- 
pate a steady gain in prices. Thev say the 
market was made weak Saturday for the en- 
couragement of the short interest, and for 
the purpose of allowing a certain operator to 
increase his holdings. The short interest is 
believed to be larger than indicated by the 
borrowing demand. Some of the great oper- 
ators are loaning stocks very freely with 
special reference to the short interest. Room 
traders were very bearish Saturday afver- 
noon. The late decline in Tennessee bonds is 
having an unfavorable effect upon other 
Southern securities. The Hannibal and St. 
Joe Company will, it is said, endeavor to re- 
cover the three millions paid 
some time ago into the  Missonri 
State Treasury. A private dispatch from 
Paris Saturday said that failures were oc- 
curring in all parts of the country and the 
markets would be necessarily depressed for 
at least sixty days. Parties supposed to have 
early information upon the Gould stock are 
buying Wabash common and preferred. 
Northwest common is one of the favorites for

The Distress in Southern Illinois. 
Special to the Post-D'‘spatch. 

SPRINGEIELD, ILL., February 13.—Infor- 
mation has been accumulating here for the 
past two weeks in regard to the distress re- 
ported in the Southern and Southeastern 
counties of the State, and the general infer- 
ence is that the extent of the suffering has 
beeu exaggerated. Itis true that in some of 
these counties, such as Clay, Richitand, Law- 
rence, Wayne and Franklin, the corn crop 


did not probably exceed one to 
two bushels to the acre and the 
wheat crop was but little better. These are 


estimates made by citizens themselves and 
they indicate what is the simple fact, namely, 
that many of the poorer classes have not now 
the means of subsistence within themselves. 
Siill when such a course has been squarely 
presented to them as that of legislation for 
‘heir relief andthe coming calied session of 
the Legislature, few,if any of them, look upon 
‘'t with favor,while most of them strenuously 
‘bject to ifs unnecessary and as humiliatin 
to them. ‘Tney say that loca! assistance wil 
be ample to meet all the demands of. the oc- 
easion, and that the prospects which already 
promise a good crop at the coming harvest 
have dohe much to dispel wha'ever despond- 
ency was apparently settling down on the 
people. In short, while the failure of the 
harvest has caused much inconvenience, 
‘here will be no aciual suffering, and the 
people in that section of ihe state greatiy 
hope the press wili not pe.mit them to br 
misrepresented or their situation setforth as 
worse than it is.

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RUSSIAN JEWS. 


with an Intelligent Immigrant 
Fresh From Odessa. 
From the Cincinnati Commercial. 


~ Cineinnati, from many points of view, and 
those the most important and far-reaching, 
is the center of attraction in the United 
States to which the emigration of the perse- 
cuted Russian Israelites is directed. It was 
owing tothe action of the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations, with headquarters in 
this city, that the earliest and most energetic 
efforte were made to provide those who fied 
from Muscovite ferocity and race hatred with 
better homes and a more hopeful future ina 
happier land. ‘he stream of new arrivale, 
since the willingness of their co-religionists 
to receive and aid their brethren in Russia 
be e known inthe barbaric empire, has 
been Jarge, and, according to the latest ac- 
counts, it pow looks almost like the begin- 
ning of asecond exodus. Form every Rus- 
sian port emigrants, who refuse to abandon 
their ethical and religious birthright, are 
waiting to take passage to the land the fame 
of whose civil and religious freedom is al- 
ready a household word in their mouths. 

Statistics compiled somes weeks ago showed 
that Cincinnati bad already provided for 154 
of these fugitives from oppression. Of these 
about thirty-five were married men with 
families; the total number of children were 
eighty-seven. ach immigrant was provided 
in case of need, with one month’s rent and 
coal free, with provisions, and, if necessary 
clothing, andif an artisan or mechanic, with 
the tools requisite for his trade. This was 
all gratuitous. Even if he rapidly reach 
prosperity, he would never be requested to 
reimburse the funds thus advanced. But the 
Hebrews in such matters are thorougly hon- 
orable, grateful to the core, andit was felt 
that a return in kind might safely be left to 
the sense of right of the recipients. If never 
made, the good work was still done. 

These Jews come from all parts of the Em- 
pire, from Elizabethgrad, from Holy Kieff, 

rom Karkoff, from St. Petersburg and Odes- 
sa. ‘They are of all grades ofthe poorer, but 
most adventurous class of society. Some 
have with their own eyes witnessed many 
cruelties, many inhuman deeds; others have 
been driven away by the fate which seemed 
imminent over their race, although they 
them+relves had not felt all the weight of its 
heavy hand yet. One new arrivaliof this latter 
class, a representative of the Gazette met 
yesterday in the office of Mr. Loth, the presi- 
dent of the Union, upon whom the chief bur- 
den of the care of the immigrants has, from 
his position, been devolved. 

Mr. Heinrich Senderbauner was a man of 
the nearly pure type of Russian Jews. His 
features must, in his y: uth, have been noble. 
They were cast in a mould reminding tne 
observer of something akin to the Abrahamic 
countenance handed down by the older and 
ruder traditions of painters before the grand 
Italian revival of art in the Cinque Cento. 
He was possessed of unusual intelligence, 
and, although but afew weeks in the countrv, 
had acquired a certain knowledge of our 
language. He was, however, most at home 
in German, as he was by birth of Curland, 
which. with Livland and Esthland, form the 
three Baltic Provinces of Russia settied 1 
the thirteenth century by German knivhts 
and German merchants, whose descendants, 
in spite of the edicts of the late Czar issued 
soon after the late Franco-‘terman war, have 
maintained their nationality in great measure 
intact, far more completely, in fact, than even 
the Poles of Warsaw. 

Odessa, where he arrived at about the age 
of thirty-five—he is now sixty-four—he de- 
scribes as a beautiful city racked by dis- 
oy and the apprehensions of a revolution. 

tisone ofthe most cosmopolitan cities in 
Europe, and more languages are habitually 
heard within its borders, even than in Vienna. 
The Russian, the German, the Greek, the 
American, the English, the French and the 
Italian, the Turkish and the Circassian are 
heard in its market-places and read upon its 
sienboards. Many of the most valuable 
properties in the immediate vicinity of the 
harbor are owned by Englishmen, who, of ail 
foreigners in that composite crew of varied 
Origin, are among the richest and the most 
prosperous. His own race he estimates at 
nearly a third of the whole, and spoke 
with becoming pride of the splen- 
did Maccabeean-like resistance they made to 
the lust outbreak of mobrule. The garrison 
consists of about 20,000 men, in addition toa 
large force of heavily armed police, but when 
the emeute took place it was only when, in 
their turn, the persecutors began to be driven 
back that the authorities made the last attempt 
to stay the barbaricand sanguinary work.

He was unwilling 
even yet to express himself freely upon the 
character and prospects of the Czar, but be- 
lieved that the idea that he ruled as the 
Vicegerent of God upon earth, and was the 
gieatfather of morethan 83,000,000 of his 
subjects, was rapidly disappearing from the 
imagination of evenall but the most ignorant 
peasants, and that in the towns and great 
cities the theory had already passed be- 
yond the borders of skepticism and entered 
the domain of ridicule. In fine he thought 
Russia rapidly approaching the brink of a 
revolution which would revolutionize her 
whole being.

Finally 
her father forbade ber to come home, and 
she engaged a poor )ittlej}room on Powell 
street, where she is now living. She had 
adopted the little daughter of the murderer, 
who calls ber “mamma.” She spent Sunday 
in jail,seeming totake great delight in kissing 
and hugging the brutal-looking German be- 
fore the crowd which was assembled in the 
prison corridor. She didn’t seem disconcert- 
ed at furnishing a free showin esculation. 
The father of the girl, when interviewed, said 
that be should take no steps to annul the 
marriage or interfere in any manner. “It 
is a sad affair,’’ be said, “‘and it is all over as 
faras lam concerned. She is married, and 
that is all there is to it. I can’t help it.” Mr. 
Wilson indicated that he nad done with his 
daughter forever. Gottung, the newly-made 
bridegroom, smiled on the reporter in 
prison, anda said: “The last four 
months have been the pleasantest of 
4 life. The next ten years of my life 
will be happier than the last with gmy first 
wife.

She can visit me now without any 
one having the right to say a word against 
her. She supports herself, and we’ve made 
allarrangements for hercomfort.

SNOWY BOSTON. | 


A Real New England Winter—Th¢ 
Womau Suffragists. 
Special Correspondence to the Post-Dispatch. 

BosToNn, February 8, 1882.—We’ve had the 
biggest fall of snow that has come to our lot 
for the oldest inhabitant only knows how 
many years. We couldn’t get out to churcl 
last Sunday morning. Only the Romar 
Catholics seemed to make any great endeavor 
to do so, and they wept, in one of our sub- 
burbs at least, shovel in hand, clearing them: 
selves a path asthey wentalong. This re- 
minds one of the way in which our “old set- 
tlers’’ used to go to ‘“‘meetin’’’ with their 
guns shouldered, ready for Indians and wild 
beasts. 

Boston has been an odd sight, with its two 
solid walls, three and four feet high, of snow 
lining each side of the street, with narrow 
paths cutthrough at tne crossings. It is 
rarely that such a view of the Hnb is to be 
had. Yesterday the skr was 
dark and leaden, and another heavy snow- 
fall was anticipated all day, but it didn’t

fully believed in giving the ballot to women. 
Weil, this lady, who was very stout, and at- 
tired in a long waterproof, although it wasa 
ee pone day, came forward and said that she 

ad nothing to say,except that there were al- 
ways two sides to a question,and that she in- 
tended to “‘hire a hali’’ and sav what she had 
tosay in justan houranda half, a few days 
hence. 

Then, as she she sat down, a voice back in 
the audience said. reminding one of the old- 
time school-hour request, **Mav I speak?” 

*-Certainly,’’ replied the chairman, and the 
lady made her way slowly forward and began 
talking in a rambling, incoherent fashion ana 
low tone, swinging her arms freely in appa- 
rently pointless gestures, snd—well, when 
she had been speaking a while, my time was 
up, and I was obliged to leave, and truly I 
couldn’t tellon which side of the question 
she was talking, nor did I krowtili I read 
that night in the paper that she said she used 
to believe in suffrage till she found out that it 
was all a piece of attempted class legislation, 
intended to benefit the rich and oppress the 
poor, and that she didn’t want to vote now 
anyway, for she could influence her hus- 
band’s vote, and she persuaded him recently 
to vote for Gen. Butier when he didn’t in- 
tend to do so. 

Oh, don’t I hope that woman’s husband 
walloped her when she got home. To think 
of a woman’s talking like that in public 
about her husband. Such opposition as that 
ought to secure the passage of the law she 
opposes. The second hearing was had yes- 
terday. 

There isto be anew departure in Harvard 
University, by-the-way, which is rather 
amazing, considering the extremely conser- 
vative ideas which have framedin that an- 
cient institution. Some time ago a large leg- 
acy was left tothe trustees of the medical 
school of the University, by a woman, on the 
express condition that medical teaching ana 


training be given to women. The 
trustees have lonz had it under 
consideration, whether to accept or to 


reject the trust. A recent newspaper item 
announced that they had voted to accept it. 
No further announcement has been made on 
the subject and nobody seems to know any- 
thing about it. Iasked a couple ofthe stu- 
dents of this school to-day, and one hadn’t 
even heard of the vote atall. I expressed a 
little surprise that he seemed 80 perfectly in- 
different now thathe did hear of it, and he 
said: 

“Why, [don’t care, why should I?” 

‘*But won’t many of the students be rather 
indisposed to admit women to their ranks?” 

*§Oh, no—they’|! be delighted.” 

‘‘Now you’re laughing at me.’”’ 

“No, honestly, { don’t think they will care 
anything about it at all. I think they will be 
perfectly indifferent to it.” 

A magnificent new building is being put up 
on our new, fashionable ‘*‘back bay”’ lands, 
for this school, which is not situated in 
Cambridge with the colleges, and if itis a 
fact that women are to have the entree to this 
school, it will be a splendid opportunity for 
them, for I understand that Harvard medical 
dipiomas are the only American diplomas 
recognized in England. At present there is 
no opportunity for women to obtain a course 
in allopathic treatment in New England, the 
only medical schoél open to them being the 
homoeopathic one connected with Boston 
University. 

There is no apparent eeorpent of the ad- 
mission of women to Harvard College. A 
recent action of the board of directors of the 
Memorial Hall Dining Association was a 
little peculiar—providing that no lady shall be 
admitted to the gallery of tne hal} unless pro- 
vided with a ticket signed by a member of the 
association.

A Colored Jury KEmpanneled—Bud Ham- 
mond’s Case—Other News. 


Jacob Brown was arraignea before Squire 
Draggon this morning, on a charge of carry- 
ing concealed weapons.

GERMAN GIRLS. 


Business-like Arrangements for Im- 
porting Them by Wholesaie. 
From a New York Letter. 


For the last few weeks Mrs. Oswald Otten- 
dorfer, Mrs. Charlies Wendt, and several 
wives of other prominent German citizens, 

ave been interested in a movement the ob- 

t of which is to import German and Aus- 
trian servant-giris into this country ona 
large ecale. The inaugurator of the move- 
ment is Mme. Elise Von Koerber, whose name 
has often been mentioned in late years in 
connection with the efforts made to secure 
Legislative protection to female emigrants. 
Mrs. Von Koervber is at present staying at the 
Hygienic Hotel, at No. 15 Laight street,where 
she was Visited yesterduy by areporter. She 
isalady of about fifty years of age, with 
show-white hair and pleasant features. In 
regard to herself, she ioformed her visitor 
that she was the widow @§gofgan Austrian ex- 
army Officer, Who twenty years ago, emi- 
grated to Canada and died there in the ser- 
vice of the Canadian Government. Shortly 
after this event Mrs. Von Koerber returned 
to Europe for the purpose of seeking 


aid in the accomplishment of 
her plans. Armed with the: 
best possible recommendations, she 
visited the principal courts of the North Ger- 


man Confederation; and although her mis- 
sion was not at first rewarded with the suc- 
cess she had anticipated,such high personages 
as the Crown Prince of Germany and Prince 
Bismarck promised to second her endeavors. 
Several well-known German pbilanthropical! 
societies, including the Lette Verein, of Ber- 
lin, also gaye her encourvsgement. After stay- 
ing in Germany some months Mrs. Koerber 
went to Switzerland and Austria, and, look- 
inginto the condition of female labor in 
those countries, only became more convinced 
of the desirability of furthering the whole- 
sale emigration of the working women to this 
country. Her stay in weep perece of 
the Continent of Europe Was prolonged al- 
beit she had discovered at an early stage of 
her travels that the headquarters of the asso- 
clation she intended founding must be in 

ca. Mrs. Von Koerber has only been 
in New York a few weeks, during which 
time she has obtained the co-operation not 
only of several well-known ladies, but also of 
the Women’s Christian Asvociation, the 
Young Womens Christian As-ociation,the So- 
cial Science Association, and other important 
organizations, 

Speaking about her plans and aspirations 
Koerber said to the reporter: “My 
mply this: Germany is full of young, 
omen, Wwhoin consequence of the 
‘Blagnancy of trade and commerce and 
roperty, find it impossible to make an 
iviung at home. any would like to 
te to America, but then the means for 
oing #0 are generaily lacking, and even if 
some do manave to cross the ocean, under 
existing circumstances they generally go 
wrong and become of little benefit to the 
country. Diserderiy houses in Encland, 
France, Switzerland ana Russia are usually 
crowded with young German women who, 
had they been properly cared for, might have 
made good servants and wives in the less pop- 
ulated districts of the west. The demand for 
German giris is very greatin some portions 
of Wisconsin, Mionesota and Nebraska,where 
many German colonists. for the lack of wo- 
men, are forced to remain unmarried.”’ 

“How do you propose to :emedy this evil ?”’ 
“My plan ix simple enouch. With the help 
of philanthropists and philanthropical asso- 
ciations, both inthis citv and in Germany, 
Austria and Switzerland, I mean to estab- 
lish reguiar agencies by which German emi- 
grant girls wiilnoton!y be forwarded from 
one pointtothe other, but also materially 
rovided for. Our branch committee will be 
nGermany. All competent young women 
applying to the same wiil be sent over to the 
central committee in New York, which will 
include a gratuitous intelligence oftice or 
labor bureau. Indeed, if it can be managed, 
I intend to erect areguiar home, where the 
emigrants can be temporarily supported until 
employment has been secured forthem. If 
ay prospects of success continue to be as 
bright as they are at present, I sbail make it 
a concition fur the newcomers to remain four 
weeks inthe home, and during that period 
uire some knowledge of American house- 
keeping. This plan would with time dispel 
the general prejudice existing among house- 
wives against employing what they term 
‘greenhorns.’ Of course the establishment of 
agencies in the west is an essential feature of 
my programme. These agencies will seek to 
exert asort of materiul influence over those 
for whom they procure positions, and will 
also partake of the nature of a baven of re- 
fuge in cases where the girls have met with 
disappointments or ill-treatment.” 

“Then practically the emigrants will he 
wholly provided for by your organization?” 

“Well, not in every case. For instance, if 
parties apply to us for a good, relialle ser- 
vant or housekeeper, we shail oblige them to 
deposit the amount of her passage, and wil! 
then send a notice to the German branch 
committee. The latter in its turn will pick 
out a suitabie person and forward her over 
the ocean. Do you kuow that there are many 
well-educated daughters of Prussian officials 
who have so little show in their own country 
that they would not disdain accepting situa- 
tions abroad as nurses, or even as house- 
servants? Yes, sir, that is a fact, strange as 
it maysound., There is still another essential 
We mean to keep a ma- 
tron on every emigrant vessel for the purpose 
of guarding over our wards against the-nu- 
merous dangers and temptations so vivid y 
related in Miss O’Brien’s letter to the Eug- 
lish press. Only persons who have ofteu 
crossed the ovean on board of emigrant ves- 
sels can conceive the exse with which young 
women are iiabie to be ruined and demural- 
ized under such circumstances. In the /ast 
lace I may add that special arrancements 

or the transport of our emigrants will be 
made with the steamship companies.” 

So saying the old lady excused herself to 
attehd to « pile of correspondence upon her 
Writing table. From other sources the re- 
porter ascertained that Mme. Von Koerber’s 
Dians had been ayprovea of by the German 

nevolent Suciety of this city, and that she 
might expect every heip and co-operation 
from that source.

The Owner of the ‘‘Ledger.” 
New Yerk Letter to Cincinnati Gazette. 


Robert Bonner is a remarkably well pre- 
served man of sixty, and would readily pass 
for a dozen years younger. He is temperate 
as well as industrious, and his habits are but 
little changed since he was foreman in the 
Mirror office on $20 a week. His stables are 
on Fifty-ninth street, and are often visited 
by those who wish to see the finest horses in 
the city, though no one is admitted without 
an order. Thisis necessary to protect the 
place from improper persons. Bonner is the 
Only one of our journalists who hoids two 
important trusteeships, one being in connec- 
tion with Princeton College and the other 
that of John Haill’s church, where he is presi- 
dent of the board. As both John Hall and 
President McCoshb are of Irish. birth, there 
seems to be a propriety in placing a man from 
the same country in these positions. Bon- 
ner, though worth more than a million, 
stili attends punctually to business. He 
watches his paper closely, and has a strict 
system among his assistants. One rule is 
to allow no MSS. to be left for examination. 
He thus saves himself from a flood of worth- 
less matter. His establishment is on Spruce 
street, near Printing House Square, and his 
sanctum is 80 crowded with books, papers 
and MS. works that 1t seems all canfusion, 
but to-him itis perfect order. He has now 
been thirty years at the head of the 
Ledger, and hence may be included among 
the veterans of the press. It may ve men- 
tioned as a highly commendabie feature in 
Bonner that he erected a beautiful monument 
over the grave of his former popular con- 
tributor, Fanny Fern. Most of our readers 
are aware that this woman was a sister of N. 
P. Willis, and that her second husband was 
James Parten. Her early struggles and her 
brother’s seifishnessj have often been men- 
tioned. She fuught her way through years 
of privation and conflict until she won an 
enviable position on the press. Mer first 
efforts were hardly worth $5 per week, but 
eventually Bonner was giad to pay twenty 
times that sum for one column in tne Ledger, 
and she did so much for its prosperity that he 
erected the above-mentioned monument as a 
token of grateful memory. Fanny Fern was 
the best paid newspaper writer of the day 
next to Beecher and Edward Everett. bBon- 
ner paid the latter $200 for an article of a 
column and a half, while Beecher got $30,000 
for his trashy “Norwood.” How strange 
that now seems, since at present Beecher 
literature is unsalabie at any price. 


A Romance in Real Life. 
From the Yolo Mail, Jan. 28. 


Eleven years ago Jacob Widber cameto a 
certain farm house in Yolo County and ap- 
plied for work, stating that he had just ar- 
rived in the state from Ohio, and was 80 re- 
duced in purse that he was obliged to depend 
on manual labor for a subsistence until some- 
thing offered. He was quite well educated, 
and in appearance was altogether more pre- 
possessing than the average California labor- 
er. Thefarmer to whom he applied gave 
him employment, his duties being to do oad 
jobs about the place, and also to assist the 
**women folks” about the house. These lat- 
ter consisted of the farmer’s wife and a 
daughter about twelve yeais old, who was 
exceedingly pretty, and a great favorite in 
the neighwornood.

Having filied a mighn'y 
china bow! with this delicious compound, 
he set it before his lord—a gourmet of the 
first water—and stood by,in deferential at- 
titude to watch the effect of his experiment. 
The first mouthful elicited the ejaculation 
“Cari!” idiomaticaliy equivalent to ‘‘excel- 
ent”? in English, from the illustrious epicure. 
After swallowing a second modicum, he 
exciaimed; *Ma, cari!’’ or “Excellent, in- 
deed.’”? Presently, as the flavor of the tooth- 
some mess grew upon him, his enthusiasm 
rose to evea higher flights, and he cried out, 
ina voice tremulous with joyful emotion, 
‘*Ma, caronil’’—“‘Indeed, most supremely, 
sublimely, and superlatively excellent.’”’

EX-PRIZE FIGHTERS. 


What Becomes of the Boys—Ben Ho- 
gan’s Expérience. 
From the Chicago News. 


* You want to know how much damage 

rize-fgnine does to the human anatomy, 

9 you?” said Ben Hogan, the Evangelist and 
ex-prize-fighter. “‘Weill, take a look at me. 
Iam in much better condition than I was 
when I reformed three and a naif years ago, 
but I estimate that my vitalityis only 50 per 
cent. of what it would haye been if I had 
never been a fighter. The shocks and bruises 
that a man gets in the ring hurt him more ten 
years afterward than they do when he gets 
them: I have been terribly beat on the head 
in my time, and those old wounds reopen now 
reguiarly once ayear. When I was twenty- 
five years old I was so strong and healthy 
that nothing could tireme. I used to think 
that a man was simply a fool who got tired. 
But at present, when I ought, by rights, to 
be still stronger, it worries me even to stand 
on a platform and talk.’’ 

“Is the ill-health of fighters due to the 
pounding they get or to dissipation.” 

“It is due to both, and to one about as 
much as another. But the terrible bodily 
injuries they receive are beyond dispute. 
The worst injuries are not always those 


which knock a man out of bis 
senses, like Sullivan’s last blow 
at Ryan. It is evident that that 
blow landed on _ the jugular vein. This 


is a well understood and much coveted blow 
among piize-tighters, not because it perma- 
nently disables a man, butbecause it makes 

im insensible so long that he can’t come to 
time. Severe bruises about the chest and 
ribs are much more aptto inflict permanent 
injury.?’ 

‘‘How do prize-fighters die, as far as your 
observation goes ?’’ 

“They die prematureiy of weakness and 
disease brought on by their injuries. In fact, 
they die at or about the time when, if they 
bad not been prize-fighters, they would have 
been at the prime of life. Charley Gallegher 
died at the age of thirty, of consumption, 
caused by an injury received in his fight with 
Davis. Davis fell on him, planting his knee 
in his upper left breast. Brandy bears the 
blame of killing Tom Sayers, but, in my 
opinion, he died of the injuries inflicted by 
John C. Heenan. Heenan jumped off a train 
and hurt himself, and some lay the blame 
of premature death on that accident, but he 
died of consumption, produced, in my 
opinion, by over-training, and by the punish- 
ment be got in rhis fights with Sayers {and 
King. John Morrissev’s death is laid on 
Bright’s disease, but he had stood beating 
enough to kill ten men, and I believe that is 
what killed him. Yankee Sullivan is said to 
have been killed by a Vigilance Committee, 
but the truth is that he went crazv from in- 
juries to his head he had received, and com- 
mitted suicide by opening an artery. Patsy 
Riordon, one of the grandest men physically 
that ever lived, aied at thirty-six, a complete 
physical and mental wreck. Bob Riddle died 
the same way, the very flesh dropping off his 
fingers. Joe Womble diedinthe Montreal 
Insane Asylum. And so they go, all of them 
dying at what ought to be the prime of life.’ 

‘*‘What do you think of the effects of the 
training that prize-fighters undergo when 
they are going to fight?’’ 

“It is possible to overdofit and thenfit is an 
injury. ut this seldom happens. Generally 
it is very beneticial, and it is a great pity that 
everybody isn’t trained in the same way. If 
I had goneintotraining at twenty veare of 
age and never leftit until I died I wonld 
have lived a hundred years without doubt. 
[am a great advocate of physical —— 
and think boxing a good exercise, thoug 
somewhat objectionable on account of being 
a sort of temptation to fighting.”’ 

‘*What do you think of the immoral ten- 
dencies of prize-fighting?”’ 

**As to the immoral and depraving effects of 
prize-fighting there can be no difference of 
opinion, Isuppose, though I may know the 
effects more particularly than most people. 
Just as quarreling leads to fighting, so fight- 


ing leads to quarreling and to hatred. 
It is useless to say that peo- 
ple ever fight without hating 


each other. The very passions of the os 
rage among sporting people, and especially 
among fighters. They begin with their fists, 
but they soon get past thatand take to using 
knives and pistols. Now, if all this isn’t the 
devil’s own work, whatis it? There is littie 
enough love among men already, heaven 
knows, without calling it sport to maima 
man for life, and teaching the young that the 
greatest accomplishment is to draw each 
other’s blood and gouge out each other’s 
eyes,’? 

**Are you speaking from experience ?”’ 

**Yes. When I was a prize-fighter I always 
had a fight on hand, whether it was in the 
ring or not. I was always hating and hated, 
and there was scarcely a-day when my life 
was safe. The business made me unutterably 
wretched, and debased me in every possible 
way. Would that there were an end of it.” 


Turning Thieves Loose. 
From a Phiiadelphia Special. 


Within the next fortnight the terms of 
more than fifty of the most expert, daring 
and desperate professional thieves in the 
Eastern Penitentiary of this state will ex- 
pire, and the convicts turned loose to augment 
the borde of other malefactors now operating 
in this city. The majority of the convicts 
who have served long terms have spent all or 
nearly all of their savings in endeavors to se- 
cure pardons, and consequently will come out 
almost penniless. Tne police say the terms 
of an unusual number of professional! thieves 
have expired this winter, and to that fact at- 
tribute the noticeable increase in burglaries, 
house robberies, highway assaults and other 
crimes. The officers of the law have been 
very busy, and scores of dangerous offend- 
ers have been caught, convicted and 
sentenced, but still there 1s a legion of 
others at liberty who are fully as much 
to be feared by respectable householders. 
Among the most widely known and active 
thieves now at large in Philadelphia are 
“Dutch’’ Ahern, William Furlong, **Dutch” 
Walton. “Skinny’’ O’Brien, William Quinn, 
Harrv Smith, alias ‘**Black Jack Jimmy,” 
James Thompson, John Logue, alias ‘“Seri- 
ous,” Joseph Madoira, James McGee, George 
Mooney, George Byers, and Thomas Dough- 
erty. This list does not include myriads of 
sneak-thieves, pickpockets, confidence men, 
and other more cowardly of criminals, but is 
composed of really wicked and dangerous 
house-breakers and thugs. In two police dis- 
tricts, already, the police have no less than 
fifty professional malefactors under surveil- 
lance, and others are constantly coming and 
going. The police declare, however, that 
there is notan important *‘fence’’ or receiver 
of stolen goods in Philadelphia, and say the 
thieves are compelled to send their booty, 
when it is not in cash, to New York to realize 
money on it. The pawnbrokers, as a rule, 
act in connection with the police authorities, 
and, except an occasional watch or some tri- 
fling article of jewelry or clothing, stolen 
property is rarely found in their possession 


Emeralds in North Carolina. 
From the New York Times. 


The alleged discovery of emeralds in North 
Carolina has, from time to time, been the 
subject of many affirmative assertions and as 
many satirical rejoinders, and perhaps the 
general impression of the lav reader, at this 
juncture, is that the truth of the matter is 
something that no fellow can find out. Those 
who have penned satirical letters to the news- 

apers on North Carolina emeraids are likély, 
howavet, to have An opportunity to swallow 
their own words. Unless the wnole body of ex- 
perts connected with the New York Academy 
of Sciences are in error, not only have émer- 
alds been discovered in Alexandria County, 
N.C., but they exist in such abundance tbat 
emerald mining is likely to become a profitable 
industry. Mr. Hidden, who gives name to 
the mineral familiar as hiddenite, has just 
laid a description of his mining operations 
before the Academy, accompanied by a large 
callection of emerald prisms, varying in 


length from one to two fingers, 
about the genuineness of which 
vo question can be raised. The errur 


of experts who denied that the prisms found 
in the surface soil of the Stevenson planta- 
tion where emeralds arose from the fading of 


the color under the action of soil and sufface 


if ever such a body came into existence,

e66, rather lusireless and possessed few of 
the recdemest e Sroperties of the true gem, 
But our Academy of Sciences mineralogist was 
encouraged to continue his work, not only by 
the advance of sufficient capital from parties 
interested in verifying the discovery. if such 
it was, or, at least, in ascertaining the truth, 
but by the conviction that the surface prisms 
wore in reality.emeralds; though deficient in 
colorand lustre, Until October last when 
his most valuable **finds” were made, he had 
sunk * phat te the depth of some thirty-six 
feet. The-gems occur in large pockets, which 
are very numerous, in association with 
qtiartz, hiddenite, mica, and other familiar 
minerals. They are numerovs enough, but 
the question whether they will prove avaii- 
able for commercial purposes is one that 
remains to be settled, owingto the presence 
of numerous flaws, which prevent 
large stones from being cut from the prisms, 

and may prove a sérious bar to financial suc- 

cess in working the mines. The fact, how- 
ever; that emeralds have been distovered in 
abundance in North Carolina, appears to be 
established beyond a reasonable doubt by the 
communication of Mr. Hidden, the speci- 
mens exhibited, and the testimony of the ex- 
pert crystallographers of the Academy, un- 
lese evidence of the fraudulency of his min- 
ing operations can be produced by those who 
deny the existence of emeraldsin the oid 
North State. 


AFTERTHOUGHTS. 


The Improvements which Poe and Ten- 
nyson Made in Their Poems. 
From the Saturday Review. 


Up to a certain age poets, as a rule, stead- 
ily improve their works in their later editions 
long after the accident of inspiration must 
have passed away. Two singular examples 
of Poe’s improvements have recentiy been 
published in an American newspaper. His 
poem on the ‘Young Lenore” and bis ‘Val- 
ley of Nis”? are well known in their present 
shape. They were originally published in 
the Southern Messenger, a Richmond paper, 
and their first shape is so roughand tuneless 
that the verses are only just recognizable. 
In both poems appears a lady named Helen— 
the name was one which had a singular 
charm for Poe—who has now disappeared. 
‘*The Young Lenore” has taken her place in 
the dirge; in the other piece no lady is men- 
tioned at all. Mr. Matthew Arnold writes 
with more finish than appearance of inspira- 
tion, and his changes in later editions chiefly 
consist in giving new names to his poems. 
The somewhat old and uncomfortable line 
‘ere the parting kiss be dry,’”’ has given place 
to “ere the partipg hour go by,’’ and beyond 
this we scarcely remember any alterations of 
importance. Mr. Tennyson’s improvements, 
on the other hand, are so numerous and so 
justly conceived that they might afford topics 
for a dozen papers to a ‘*Tennvson Society,’’ 


which may heaven forbid. In his ‘‘Poems, 
Chiefly Lyrical’’ (1830), occurs **Mariana,’’ 
already perfect, and in this poem not one al- 
teration, except of spelling, as ‘“‘glimer’d for 
“cvlimmered,’’ has been made. “The Dying 
Swan,” and other poems, are also practically 
unchanged. *‘The Sleeping Beauty’? is a short 
lyric of three stanzas,the germ, We muy pre- 
sume,of a poem that now fills thirteen pages. 
A good deal of this early volume has not 
been reprinted by the poet; but in what he 
has preserved there is littie change. The 


‘“‘Poems” of 1833 are in quite different case. 
In them Mr. Tenbyson has made many re- 
markable alterations for the better. “The 


Lady of Shaiott’”? ended half humorously: 


waa crossed themselves, their stars they 
est, 
Knight. minstrel, abbot, squire and guest; 
There lay ot ge menton her Dreast, 
That puzzled more than all the rest 
The well-fed wits at Camelot. 

‘*'The web was woven curiously, 
The charm is broken utterly. 
Draw near, and fear not, thisisI, 

The Lady of Shalott.’’ 


Part of **The Miller’s Daughter’ is written 
in a haif bantering strain, which has now 
disappeared from thatidyl. We almost miss 
the old lines— 


At will to wander every way, 

From brook to brook my sole delight, 
As lithe eels over meadows gray 

Oft shift their glimmering pool by night. 


The song, too, is changed with its burden of 


Tremulous eyes, like April skies, 
That seem to say, ‘‘Forget me not, 
I pray you, love, forget me not.’‘ 


“‘(Bnone,’’ as a note tells us, was partiy writ- 
ten inthe Pyrenees, the inepiration of the 
hills not lastingall through the poem. Itis 
interesting to compare this with the later in- 
spiration ofthe “stream that flashes white’’ 
in the valley of Cautaretz on an autumn day 
after ‘‘two and thirty years.’’ ‘*Cinone’’ has 
been greatly aitered, always for the better. 
‘The Palace of Art’’ has fost much, as in the 
verse 

Or Venus in a snowy shell alone, 

Deep shadowed in the glassy brine. 
Moonlike glowed double on the plue, 

shone 

A naked shape divine. 

Or, again, of the Soul 
Still changing, as a lighthousein the night 

Changeth athwart the gleaming main, 
From red to yellow, yellow to pale white, 

Then back to red again. 

In later editions the Soul ceased to burn 
gas, which she had introduced, as Scott did 
at Abbotrsford, into her Palace of Art: 

She lit white streams of dazzling gas 
Anda soft and fragrant flames of precious oils, 

In moons of purple glass. 

There are many other examples besides 
this of the truth that afterthoughts are best, 
and that the first inspiration is not always 
the last word of the muse in the early poems 
of Mr. Tennyson. .Wordsworth’s later 
changes point in the other direction, and 
warn bards to beware of tinkering at their 
compositions late in life.

EXIT BY A SEWER. 


A Felon Spends Nine Months in Digging 
to Liberty. 
From the Stockton (Cal.) Herald. 


Since the capture of Johnny Sansome, the 
noted safe-cracker, and his return to Folsom, 
the manner in which he made his exit has be- 
come known. Heis known among the offi- 
ciais as a “‘bad burglar and safe robber,’’ and 
among his associate convicts as a “splendid” 
fellow. During his imprisonment he was 
looked upon as a leader to ‘‘put-up jobs” of 
all kinds,particularly escapes. His pais would 
never squeal on him when he was carrying 
out this well-laid plans. Nine months ago, 
while confined in a cell at Folsom,he planned 
his last escape. His cell floor is made of 
granite blocks, held together with cement. 
By removing the cement between two blocks 
and prospecting with a wire, he discovered a 
hollow below him, and he decided to ascer- 
tain its extent. From the workshop he 
smuggled a cold chisel and a piece of hard 
wood, which he secreted in his cell. The 
granite block he decided to cut in two, and 
he did it by striking his chisel every 
time a door opened or siamnred. 
It was a difficult job, and required a great 
deal of time, which was taken only at night, 
as be worked outsideauring the day. The 
block was nine inches in thickness, and when 
he succeeded in removing haif of 1t he prop- 
ped the other half up witha stick of timber, 
and covered the whole witha piece of wood 
cut to fit exactly. He plastered the wood 
over with cement, which he whitewashed, 
making it look like thegranite floor. When 
bé made an examination of the hollow spaee 
below he found that,by cutting through stone 
and cement three and a half feet thick,tie could 
reach an abandoned sewer, which had been 
constructed and abandoned before the com- 
pletion of the building. In order to avoid 
detection by the guards as they made their 
regular rounas he hung some of his clothes 
upon the wall, andthe rest he made into a 
dummy, which he tucked nicely under the 
blankets. Naked, ne worked night after 
night, until he had entered the opening of 
the stone sewer. The holes he cut were so 
small that he had to grease them 80 as to al- 


low his body to slip through. 
After passing through the sewer 
some fifty-two feet he met wita 


an obstruction in the shape ef ston and cement 
10 feet in thiekness, which had been filled in 
when the sewer was abandoned. This he 
removed slowly piece by piece, carrving it 
back like a squirrel into the hollow space un- 
derneath his cell. He met with another ob- 
struction when this was removed. It was a 
granite block two and a half feet thick. When 
he made his way through this he ran atun- 
nel into the ground eight feet long, just wide 
enough to admit his body, and then started 
an incline upward, which, after 
running four feet, brought him 
into an unused closetina small room with 
an asphaltum floor,and with a window barred 
with chilled iron bars. Sansome had pro- 
vided himself with steel saws made out of 
ecase-knives to cut the bars. . The only oppor- 
tunities he had afforded him to complete the 
work were given when the guards were 
changing shifts or when they were in some 
remote portion of the institution. It was 
during the time ofthe change of the shifts 
that he escaped and gained his _ liberty. 
When once on the outside he procured 
clothing from some tramps, and he then 
made his way through to Marys- 
ville. Often while he was working on the 
sewer the air was so foui he had to withdraw 
tosave himself from suffocation. In the 
nine months required to complete the job 
Sansome lost twenty-five pounds of flesh. 
When Sheriff Cunningham covered him with 
his revolver at Marysville, he found a smajl 
unloaded pistol upon him, and when San- 
some was asked what he intended doing with 
it, he said that he had beught it from a 
tramp to kiil rats with. The felon had three 
vears and eight months to serve, counting his 
tive years’ credits. Lis sentence Was fifteen 
years for safe cracking.

They ean be 
overated like the sails on an iceboat, only 
with greater ease, for they are held by the 
hand ut the side, and a person urged over the 
ice by means of one meets with comparatively 
small resistance fromthe air; and therefore 
cah attain great velocity. A movement is on 
footnow among the Fourth Lake skaters to 
have anumber ofthe usffairs built, and soon 
a whole fleet of such sails may be looked for.

ROUGH ON THE ‘‘TiMES.” 


The Dirty Trick of a Malicious News- 
paper Employe. 
London Cor. New York Times. 


A line appeared in last Monday’s edition of 
the Times Which, however, has created more 
talk than thé World’s attack upom Lord 
Lytton. It was butasingle line, and it ap- 
pearedl in the middle of a speech by Sir 
William Vernon arcdurt, délivered at 
Burton-on-Trent. The words cannot be re- 
printed; they were inserted by some malicious 
employe in the Times office at the last mo- 
ment priorto thé forms going down. The 
line was a piece of horrible indecency, and 
was inserted at a portion of Sir William Har- 
court’s speech where “laughter”? had been 
frequentiy interpolatea to indicate the man- 
ner in which this humorous orator’s remarks 
had been received. It therefore attracted all 
the more attention. The speech being re- 
ported in the first person, and the line 1e- 
ferred to written in the third, it was at 
oncé apparent that no ordinary mistake 
had been made by compositor or reader, 
but thatthe offensive interpolation (was the 
work of what thé law calls *‘malice afore- 
thought.”? The entire edition of the Times 
seems to have been published before the 
murder was out, but early on Monday morn- 
ing messengers were rushing about in all di- 
rections withdrawing the papers from circu- 
lation, and telegrams were sent to all parts 
of the country to confiscate the edition as 
far as possible. This, of course, only drew 
more attention to the paper in question, 
and during the day, it is said,the Times 
paid 2s. and 3s. for single copies at both 
private houses and news-vendors. There 
are rumors of even mueh larger prices 
being paid, in regard to which, however, 
it may be said that people are speaking 
in what Lord Beaconsfield would have 
called the language of exaggeration. The 
managers of the paper touk every possi- 
ble means of destroying the work of their 
malicious employe or employes, for it hardly 
seems possible that the offense could have 
been the work of a 8ingle man. The explana- 
tion of the outrage is hd doubt to be found in 
the fatt that somé time ago the proprietors of 
the Times bent pae n preir workmen, 
The estab 2} for many years. been 
condticted otiteidé the orgatiizatioh of the 
Printers’ Soeiéty, and aga rule with perfect 
satisfaction to both compositors and machine- 
men. A few months ago, however, there was 
a strike in the office, and several men were 
discharged. Oné of them summoned the 
publisher for wages, and the case was heard 
at Bow street. e result was in favor of 
the Times. Sévéral of the discontented men, 
I believe, were continued on the. staff, and it 
is suggested that the shameful work of Mon- 
day is an act of vengeance on the part of 
the unsuccessful strikers. The matter is be- 
ing thoroughly investigated, but it is ques- 
tionabie whethcr, supposing the culprit ia 
discovered, any proceedings will be taken 
against him, as they would involve the repe- 
tition in court of the words in quees n, a 
furthér publieation of which Would not be in 
the interest either of the Times or of public 
morality. Sofaras the criminal nature of 
the offense is eoncérned, it is punishable in 
half a dozen different ways, and probably, if 
the prosecution were vigorously carried out, 
the culprit might be sentenced to a term of 
transportation. Thesubject is discussed in 
various Ways, both With mirth and with sad- 
ness, as can be well imagined. It is but very 
slightly referred toin any of the newspapers. 
Last night many of the ‘ golden 
youth” and “crutch and toothpick’’ phe- 
nomena of these latter days were abundantly 
‘‘sold” by. vendors of ‘‘the speech of Sir 
William Harcourt, ag reported in the Times, 
price, 2d.,’’? areprint which proved very popu- 
lar in the streets after the theaters. When 
thé purchasers came to examine the sheet, of 
course they found @ proper and correct ver- 
sion of the notorious speech reproduced from 
the second éaition of the Times. Active news- 
boys tried on a similar enterprise in the city 
vesterday without much success. The con- 
sternation of the editor of the Times, Mr. 
Chennery; the manager, Mr. Macdonald; and 
the clrief proprietor, Mr. Waiter, on taking 
up Monday’s paper at breakfast and discover- 
ing the nature of the addition whieh had 
been made to Sir William Harcourt’s oration, 
can be better imagined than described.

SERIOUS ACCIDENT. 


A Kan Probab Fatally and Two 
Others ously ured.
